METHODISM IN AMERICA 

This Week Will Have Reached It» 
One Hundredth Year. 

The (.rent Conference »o Assemble In 
Ilalllmore Tuesday— Statlailea ol 
Ihe Clmrcll— Programme of 
the Celebration. 



Baltimore, Md., Dec. 8.— On Tuesday tin 
hundreilth anniversary of Methodism in 
America is to be commemorated by the be- 
ginning of n seven-days’ celebration and con- 
ference in tiiis city. “So tho Methodists art 
celebrating another centennial— did they not 
observe one eighteen years ago r” True, but 
then it was the one buiiuiedth annivt l-snry ol 
the bidding in America of the flrst Met in .list 
service winch was commemorated, whereas 
the present observances mark the one hun- 
dredth year since American Methodism took 
on an organized form aud became independ- 
ent in its government of the Mother 
Church in Great Britain. Philip Embury, 
nn Irish local preacher, wus really the 
father of American Methodism, and its 
mother was grand old Barbara Heck, Em- 
bury's cousin, who persuaded him to call the 
first meeting, and who, therefore, like many 
another “bettor-half,” d- serves a higher place 
than the father in the affection and gratitude 
of the numerous progeny. The fit st church, 
old John street meeting house — tlie Mecca of 
Americau Methodism— wus erected in 1708. In 
1771 Francis Asbury came over ns a mission- 
ary, and the year following ho was commis- 
sioned by Wesley as his "general assistant” 
in the control of the work here. Twelvi 
years later Dr. Coke came with enlarged 
powers, aud, at what is known in history :u> 
tho “Christmas Conference,” which convened 
in Baltimore, Morylaud, in the latter part of 
December, 1874, "The Methodist Episcopal 
Church in tho United States” was formed, 
with Coke and Asbury as its general Super- 
intcndentH, or Bishops, the last named event 
being that which Methodists have particu- 
larly in view in the present Centennial ob- 
servances. 

The organization of Methodism is to be 
commemorated this year in two generui 
ways. In the flrst pluee strenuous effort* are 
to be inude to raiso money for benevolent 
purposes. Such efforts have, indeed, been in 
progress since the year opened, but during 
the present month they will become mon- 
general, and will call forth, it is hoped, u 
more liberul response. In the benevolent ob- 
jects pressed upon the notice of the people as 
being worthy of their Centetilal gifts, the 
leading place is accorded to education. 
Whatever may have been tho shortcomings 
of the early Methodists in the mut- 
ter of learning, it must certainly 
be admitted that the centenary of thcii 
oiganizatiou tin, Is them not only alive 
to the importance of this subject; but with 
a history ami » prospect with reference there- 
to which entitle them to rank with any 
church in the country. The pr,i(K>sili, >n is to 
signalize the present ye ir by liquidating 
debts which have accumulated upon the edu 
cnthmal institutions of tiie church, and by 
providing these schools with literal endow- 
ments. Church debts are also to receive the 
proper kind of attentiou, and no doubt many 
a venerable specter of this kind will, in tne 
next lew weeks, melt into thin air before the 
hlictaiity of rich laymen. 

Hut tho most interesting feature of this Cen- 
tennial, if uot the most profitable, will be th* 
gnat Conference which will assemble in Hut 
timore on Tuesday next, in commemoration j 
of the historic "Christmas Conference,” | 
which met in tlmt city u hundred yeuisago. . 
The Conference will consist of about I* J J 1 
delegates, ami will continue in session eijriu 
days. The following table shows the ho lies 
which will be represented, aiul indicates uiso 
tbeir numerical strength:

Home of these figures, it should be said, 
though the latest obtainable, are two or three 
years old, aud hence the aggregate of Meth-e 
lists who will be represented iu tbe Confer- 
ence will be considerably in excess of what 
tbe above table indicates. It should be re- 
membered, too. that the above footings rep- 
resent the bo'iaflda communicants of tbe dif- 
ferent churches, not the attendant at Metho- 
dist places of worship. Allowing three ad- 
herents for each member, which is a very 
reasonable estimate, it will thus be seen that 
the actual Methodist constituency represented 
in the approuchtng conference will approxi- 
mate closely to fifteen millions. 

The Methodist bodies of the United States 
which will not be represented iu the Centen- 
nial Conference, 1 ut all of whom, with two 
exceptions, are off-shoots, immediately or re- 
motely, from tbe tree pluuted on our soli UK) 
years ago, are the following: Methodist Pro- 

testant Church, whicu has 123,054 members; 
United Brethren, 150,547 members; Evangel- 
ical Association, 110.758; Americau Wesleyan 
Church, 23,500; Congregational Methodist, 
20,000; Free Methodist Church, ! 2,0 10; Union 
American Methodist Church, 3, I'M. These 
swell the grand IoiaI of American .Methodists, 
according to the intent statistics, to over 4,- 
000,000, and on the basis previously an- 
nounced, would make the Meth *ii*t popula- 
tion of the country not much less than six- 
teen millions and a half. 

The Conference will be a deliberative, not 
a legislative body It will be made up of 
picked men from all the churches participat- 
ing, and the greatest care has been taken tu 
the selection of csn&yisU. (Juegiiuns of gov- 
ernment are not to be considered, but d .o- 
trina* are to have a place iu the discussions, 
which is another proof that tho Muthodi.t 
families are agreed upon the fundamentals of 
their faith though they differ widely in re- 
gard to methods aud forma The regular 
sessions will be held in Mount Yeruon Pious 
Church, but the evenings will witness large 
representative gatherings in many other 
churches; the openiug exercises, iu whhh 
leading parts will be taken by Bishop An- 
drews, of the M. E. Church, and Bishc p Wil- 
son, of the M. E. Church Houth, occur) ing on 
Tuesday evening at the First M. E. Church.

Aii tuo churches will have representative* 
among the essayist, not excepting the colored 
branches. 

Extraordinary interest will attach to thii 
gathering (rom the fa' t that it will be the 
first reunion tho Americau Methodists have 
ever held, as well as from the additional fact, 
that, owing to bitter animosities will h have 
existed, it is only within recent years that 
su"h a gathering has been deemed practica- 
ble. Many are wondering wh»t tlio out- 
come will be.' Dr. Ridgaway, fra- 
ternal delegate from tho M. E. Church 
to the last General Conference of 
the M. E. Church South expressed the 
hope, in his masterly address to that body, 
that at this Centennial gathering, hold in cel- 
ebration of the Christmas Conference, the 
delegates might wake up somo morning to 
Una that Old Santa Claus, or some bettei 
Being, bad drop|>ed into their stockings the 
ripe apple of organic union! This, however, 
could scarcely be anticipated by any one not 
overcome, as tho D ctor and his audieuce 
were, by tho seductions of pleasing oratory. 
Nevertheless, such a gathering ns that which 
assembles on Tuesday cannot fail to bring th.* 
separated bodes together. No apples of 
union may figure in the proceedings, bi ; 
neither, on the other hau l, is there the li«» 
likelihood that any apples of discord will 
make their appearance in the body. 

The fact of tho Plenary Council of the 
Catholic Church concluding its session tu 
Baltimore, just about the time the Methodist 
Conference opens in the city, forms a con • 
junction pf events which will naturally place 
those two great churches in contrast with 
each other. The Roman Catholic population 
of the country is rejoined at 7,000,000, con- 
siderably greater than the aggregate mem- 
bership of tho Method ist bodies, hut not 
nearly go large as the estimated Met hi dint 
constituency, including adherents. Another 
church which is brought in contrast with 
Methodism at this time Is the Protestant Epis- 
copal, which a few weeks ago celebrated the one 
hundredth anniversary of the ordination of 
its first bishop. At the pr -sent time it has (if 
bishop's, about 3,000 clergymen, and a mem- 
bership of about 400,000. Next year is the 
fiftieth anniversary of the organization of 
German Methodism in th‘s country, but the 
German brethren, with that eye to budue-s 
which is a com t nett' table characteristic of 
their race, are raking tuue by the forelock, 
nnd holding their celebration, in conn 'Cti‘>n 
with the other Method s;*, iu this Centennial 
year. 

QIC ARBITRATION CASE. 

flclllement ol 4'lalms Involving Year- 
ly a Quarter »< a Million. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 8. — The arbitration be- 
tween Taliler, Crudup & Co., contractors, 
aud the Cincinnati, New Orleans &. North- 
eastern Railway Company, which has been 
pending for nearly six weeks, has been con- 
cluded Senator Joe Blackburn, of Ken- 
tucky; John McCloud, of Louisville, aud 
Judge J. B. Foraker, were tbe arbitrators, 
and daily sessions have been held in the offlea 
of Hoadly, Johnston & Colston. 

Judge Buckner, of Louisville, and Judgi 
Rice, of New Orleans, were attorneys for tut 
plaintiff. C. B. Himrall aud Ueorge Hoadly 
jr., were for the defendant. 

In the presence of parties interested, J udv _• 
Foraker, for the arbitrators, announced the 
decision. He stated that the controversies 
arising were under these general heads: 
First, for delivery of 30,000 cross-ties; second, 
for constructing wooden trestles; third, for 
gradation and masonry work. The total 
amount of money involved under all heuds 
was over $200,000. 

Tbe contractors' claims were of various 
kinds, involving thirty odd points of differ- 
ence, making, in fact, thirty different coses 
as to which issues joined and testimony was 
heard. After disallowing ail counter claims 
of defendants the arbitrators found a balance 
due tbe plaintiffs under all contracts of $41,- 
000, for which an award was made. 

The cost of the arbitration amounted to 
$7,500. Each arbitrator gets $2,000, making 
a very uoat salary for six weeks’ service.

Alarming Prevalence oi Measles. 

Cleveland, Dec. 8. — This city is suffering 
seriously from an epidemic of measles. Tho 
disease has spread to such a degree that a 
meeting of the Cuyahoga County Medical 
Society was held this afternoon to discuss tho 
inatier and devise means of stopping the 
spread of the disease. It was ascertained at 
this meeting that since May thero have boon 
8,000 eases in the city, chiefly among small 
children. The death rate has been large and 
witniu the last two months 170 cases hxv* 
proved tut*l. 

••nijseppe ruglsnl My Joe John. 

Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 8.— Au Italian 
named Guizeppe Fugiani, lately arrived here 
from Minneapolis, wns arrested yesteiday 
afternoon with a trunk full of counterfeit 
coin in bis pusseuion. Tbe prisoner gave his 
name to tbe police as Joe Johns. He is un- 
derstood to lie of a gang operating from Chi- 
cago. It appears that the cuius were either 
made or fluished iu Minneapolis aJd display 
sood workmanship. 



THE NAVY DEPARTMENT 

Extracts from the Annual Report of 
Secretary Chandler. 

StnrlMiifl • hnrite* Made by J. J. mur- 
ker, Confidential l.ntv Clerk of 
First Comptroller Lawrence— 
IVnshliifllou Mon tnnt-ut. 



Washington, Dec. 8. — In hi* annual report 
Secretary of ibo Navy Chandler says tho 
new steel cruisers Atlantic aud Boston have 
been launched, and tho Chicago is nearly 
complet' d. The Depnrtm-mt is confirmed in 
! the opinion that the criticisms advanced Inst 
| year against tho new sld|>s were of iittle mo- 
ment. or based upon tboori h at variance with 
tho progress of modem ship building. As to 
tho want of full sail power nnd the nl stance of 
tlieathing, it appears that the British Admi- 
ralty is now .building steel cruisers of the 
Leaudor*and Mi rsey classes, absolutely with- 
out masts or sails, and unsheathed. 
The objections *o tho machinery of 
the Chicago ar.j ins' b,v the satisfactory per- 
formances of the .Louisiana, a vessel witli 
machinery generally similar. The armor of 
tiie Miuutoiiuinuh in nearly completed and in 
[dace. The machinery of the Amphitrite and 
Terror is about one-hnlf completed, while 
tiiat of the Puritan is finished. No work has 
! been done upm the bulks of the monitors. 

| The Secretary says that at the end of fif- 
teen years the oirfy cruising vessels of tbe 
pceseut list remaining will lie three small 
iron vessels, the Xonocucy, Alert aud Ran- 
ger. 

lie renews his former recommendation that 
tho limitation of repairs of wooden vessels 
eliould continue a*. 2u per cent of their cost. 
The real explanation of the dispriqiortion be- 
tween tiie expenditures and the results ac- 
complished in naval administration is to be 
found, Secretary Chandlers says, inthe|>olioy 
of attempting at great cost to rehabilitate 
worn out structures under tho name of re- 
pairs. Repair and reconstruction in the ab- 
sence of a fixed limit are terms easily Inter- 
changeable, and the published statements of 
expenditure tinder the first named during 
mauy years, show that it is only too apt to 
mean the second. Tho practice of recon- 
structing vessels tinder the name of repair is 
the only pretext (jpon which our overgrown 
navy yard establishment* could be justified, 
and it appears that instead of maintaining 
our yarns for tbe advantage and benefit of 
our slujis the ships have dragged out a pro- 
tracted existence for the benefit of the yards. 

The report dwells upon tho close connection 
between the improvement in the navy’ and 
development of merchant marine, and 
ibows that to make the lattor commensurate 
with our trade, our coast line aud the num- 
ber and wealth of our commercial cities, we 
must have great lines of ocean steamships, of 
high speed nnd large capacity, carrying our 
Hag to the most distant lamia and saving to 
our people the vast profits of the carry ing 
trade. The only way to ac- 
complish tins result is through the 
direct encouragement given by the Gov- 
ernment either in the form of bounties upon 
construction or of payment for carrying tho 
mails, so that American capitalists will be 
induced to embark in the business. The re- 
cent enactment repealing the laws requiring 
all American vessels arbitrarily to entry the 
foreign mails should lie supplemented by a 
provision that contracts tor carrying such 
mails iu American lines of steatm-rs over all 
the principal highways s Mould bo let for 
terms of your* uj the lowest bl ider, ndi qu ite 
compensation therefor to be paid by tiie < Gov- 
ernment upon the same principle us that 
Adopted in establishing our great national 
oust routes on the land. 

The report details the facts in connection 
viith the lrauds in the Bureau of Medicine 
and Hurgery. The uinuunt of suspected 
vouchers is $ '124.8-15, extending over a period 
from '.670 to 18H4, but some p irtioit of (lie 
g<*ds |>aid for were actually delivered so 
.hut the loss was less than tne above sum, al- 
though the exact amount is nut yet ascer- 
tained. 

The Secretary reports the removal from 
Siberia of the bodies of Lieutenant Com- 
mander De Long, of the Jeannette, and his 
xanpanions, and gives a history of the 
Groelv relief exjiedition, the expenditures 
for which were $i02,tft/tJ. 

The expenditures of the Department dur- 
ing the [iast fiscal year were $17. iD2,b ill. The 
Mtimates for ordinary purposes aud public- 
works for the next fiscal year are $17,800,058. 
The estimates under increase of the navy are: 
For completion of the monitors, $4,232,054, 
including for ordnance, $1,073,1X10: for new 
cruisers and gun boats, $4,542,000; for ord- 
nance for tbe same, $2,001,918; for armored 
vessel, $2,900,000; for sundry other items, 
$ l, 395, 000; making in all for increase of 
navy, $15,071,572. Of this sum one-half 
would be needed for the coming fiscal year. 

CHAROEB OF CORRUPTION. 

J. J. Barker, confidential law clerk in the 
ufllce of First Comptroller Lawrence, in 
i letter to the Hpringer Investigating Com- 
mittee, makes this statement: 

“The vouchers on file in the Register - * 
office will furnish evidence of the fact that 
for years there has been a rule to make il- 
legal allowances to these officials through the 
Comptroller’s office, by design, or iu inexcus- 
able ignorance of the provisions of the law. 

“1 assert that more than half tbe accounts 
presen to 1 by these court officials coniaiu 
illegal or improper charges. Many of these 
items are allowed. These improper allow- 
ances will aggregate an enormous sum.” 

Being brought before the Committee, Bar- 
ker cited three different instance's iti which 
he alleged niouey was illegally jrnid. His 
testimony is progressing. 

THE WASHIMOTON MONUMENT. 

On the next anniversary of the birth of 
Washington, February 22, will be dedicated 
the white marble obelisk which for nearly a 
half century has been iu course of construc- 
tion on the banks of tbe Fotomac, in tbe city 
of Washington and not far from the White 
House. It will be 555 feet bigb and is fifty- 
five feet broad at its base. It is a hollow 
shaft of granite, faced on the outside with 
blocks of white marble. In tbe joining of the 
blocks of stone every device that ingenuity 
could suggest has been to prevent the pos • 
hie Introduction of moisture and the conse- 
quent danger from frost. Ihe top will be 
capped with a pyramid of white marble sur- 
mounLgj by a solid copper appex, to b« con- 



nected with a lightning rod, which will pre- 
| vent its being destroyed by lighining, us some 
j of tho great monuments of autiquity were. 

! The interior when completed, will be lighted 
• by electric ty and contain an elevator by 
I which the v.»iu>r ran in a few minutes reach 
j tiie summit.

CONDITION OF LABOR. 

TURBULENT AT SOUTH NOR\VaLK. 

South Norwalk, Dec. 8. — The greatest 
indignation was expressed by the strikers 
wbeu it hoenme known their employers had 
| been telegraphing for protection. The report 
had gone forth that Bridgeport and New 
Haven had Hske-.l for police assistance, an t 
that a special train was on the way with 
militia. The crowd grew larger but no vio- 
lence wns offered and no threats were openly 
made. The reports spread by the manufac- 
turers that the town was threatened with 
mob rule ser veil to put the workmen on their 
guard. Every care was taken to preserve 
order, and no serious outbreak occurred. At 
midnight this bulletin wns issued and sent out 
by tho strikers to various parts of tho coun- 
try: 

! “No riots, no disorder, no fires at South 
NorwalK. The city is perfectly quiet, and 
lias been. Good order prevails, all reports to 
the contrary notwithstanding.” 
j Coincident with the issuance of this dis- 
patch a committee of twelve strikers were 
detail's! to watch tbe depots of various roads 
for tho apprehended arrival of “ruts.” 
Everything is outwardly tranquil 

THE HOCKING VALLEY STRIKE.

QUICK TRANSIT FOR WAR SHIPS. 

Berlin, Dec. 8. — A bill has been prepared 
to be presented iu tbe Iteichstag for the con- 
itruction of a canal lietw-eeu Kiel and Bruns- 
Outtel, on the River Elbe.

News from Alaska is to the effect that 
everything is quiet 

Fifteen houses were either huroe<1 or prac- 
tically destroyed by tire at Meyerdnle, Penn- 
sylvania.
